Scbool Books. 


NEW YOBK, July.6.—Mr. Charles W. 
Sanders, author of "Sanders' Series o^ 
School Books," died last evening, at his 
residence, Wo. 53 East Fifty-third street, 
after an illness of three weeks. 


He was bom March 24, 1805 at New- 
port, Herkimer county. 
When 
nine 
years of age he moved with his parents 
to Homer, Cortland county, and for five 
years he worked on a farm clearing land. 
He studied by himself at night. At 
eighteen he taught school, 
and at 
twenty-four he was elected school in- 
spector. 


He made five different series of school 
books. 
His first work was a spelling 
book and in order to facilitate the publi- 
cation of it he moved to New York in 
1840. Shortly after this he made five 
;iuvenile singing books, with the aid of 
Wm. B. Bradley and B. A. Bussell, and 
he was the first person to introduce 
singing into the public schools. 


Patti sang in public for the first time 
for him at the old Ward school on 
Eleventh street, near Third avenue. 
Mr. Sanders leaves a wife and two sons, 
Dr. Charles and the Bev. H. M. Sand- 
ers. The interment will be at Cortland, 
N. Y.

Last Sabbath I spent the afternoon look- 
ing over, in a cursory Avay, our wealth of 
animals at the park; also our plantigrades, 
quadrumana, marsupials,and graminivorous 
maniniulia. 
At first I strolled along the as- 
phaltum walk beneath the wide-spreading 
beach 
(fagus sylvatica 
and fagus fpy'ru- 
ginea), or listened to the sough of the glori- 
ous elm 
{ulinns campentris, 
also tiltmis 
Ainei-icaua, also nhnus Fulma),or the slir- 
poryelm of the pharnia<?opa'ia. Aslstrolled 
on watching the nimble squirrel (the small 
rodent animal of the genus ^'^viuviiK), I was 
attracted by tlio distant sound of the dra- 
covalans 
calling to the dewilickor (.n- 
eaficus vulgarus), as we say in scientific 
circles. 


Judging that the sound came from the 
menagerio, I moved off in that direction. 
There I found a lai-iie number of i)eople, 
mostly of the Avorking classes and trades- 
people, persuing the elephant ho.s Luras. as 
we say, the tisrer being called the boa eatirns 
or C'aniivora Virtuoso. 
"Wo have the Klf- 
p/ias Africanus, 
both of which are quadru- 
peds. This peculiarity they retain even in 
captivity. 
We all stood looking at the huge 
pachyderm for some time, and I heard a 
Baxter street man say that if he couldn't 
fit an elephant better than the man who 
made his overalls for him lie Avould never 
try to sell another suit of clothes as long as 
he lived. I think myself tliat if the average 
boi> Indict!s would shorten his suspenders 
about four feet and get his trousers pressed 
he would call forth less adverse criticism. 


When the elephant wakes un in the morn- 
ing he calls in some disinterested person to 
tell him which end to wear in front during 
tho day. 
So matter how sober he goes to 
bed after eating a carload of hay, he is al- 
Avays more or loss confused in tlie morning 
about which extremity to use as a prow. 
Numerous entertaining true anecdotes are 
told of the sagacity of the elephant, many 
of Which are lies. I could toll a few my- 
self. but it is bad enough, I think, for 
school books to do that, without allowing 
such things to creep into literatin-e. 


Next I went oA'er to see the bear caA-e or 
home of the Ursns Maritunns, the Avhite or 
polar bear: the black bear, or Ursiia Amer- 
icanns, and the grizzly bear of the Rocky 
Mountains.the ur^MS horribillis or boa hitea- 
ous. 


The black boar of Central Park, in this 
State, is of a darkish black color, while the 
polar bear, or white bear, is of an opaque 
drab or soiled white color, with dark trim- 
mings. 
The bear has a pungent odor, 
which holds its own against the sliarp com- 
petition of the entire aggregation of ani- 
mals now in the park, and has a good work- 
ing majority iu this great congr«3S3 of wild 
beasts. The bear is better as an outdoor 
amusement, I think, than otherwise. 
He 
would make a poor parlor ent -rtainer, es- 
pecially while moultmg. 
The odor of the 
bear keeps the crowd back somewhat from 
the cave, but when a gentlemen from Castle 
Garden, on Sunday, wearing seven suits of 
clothes and a crochetted lap robe around 
his neck, walked up to the iron fence and 
began eating 
his lunch, the polar bear 
fainted. 


The polar bear inhabits the frigid zone 
north and south of a given point, A v h e r e h e 
subsists 
on 
trapped relief 
expeditions. 
Once he was pure as the beautiful snow, 
but now. by a careful scrutiny of his plu- 
mage. ho finds that he is not so. He looks 
like a dejected door mat, and, on a hot day, 
his pants are cheeked somewhat by the 
heat. 


We now pass on to the kangaroo annex, 
where we find also the coon, both American 
and African. The kangaroo is a ruminating 
marsupial. But it is hereditary and there-

Suflice It to say that, 
though essentially a humorist, Mr. Crowley 
had his own sorrows to contend with, and, 
though he brought many smiles to the faces 
of those who were sad. he suffered men- 
tally and physically all his life. Matrimoni- 
ally he was not hap^y. having been forced 
into an alliance which Avas distasteful to 
him, yet Mr. Crowley respected his marriage 
vows, even while hating the bondage to 
Avhich he was subjected. 
No one will eA-er 
know how his heart ached when he thought 
of the petite chimpanzee he had leftinnis 
far-away home, or how her image was in 
his heart when he died and left his life in- 
surance to the one who now bears his 
name. 
Though his 
humor Avas rather 
broad, and. therefore, objectionable tp the 
more refined, he got a great many good 
press notices, and Avith a little better voice 
Avould haA'e succeeded as a lecturer. Dy- 
ing in New York as he did. he will not get 
a monument, of course, but he richly de- 
serves one. 


It would be impossible to enlarge upon 
the almost numberless specimens of ani- 
mal life scattered about through the park, 
from the wakeful weasel to the moth-eaten 
buffalo, from the little birdling up to the 
large, portable emu, the little, smooth zebu 
or Bos Indicus, the pensive stork, the yak.

Sitting down near the lion's cage one can 
almost fancv he is about to discover the 
source of the Nile, In the distance, as ho 
half closes his eyes, he hears the cluck of 
the dodo which has just come off her nest, 
with two little new dodos. He also hears 
the lilt of the scaroo and the sleepv voice 
of the high behind. The burnished moon 
seems to shimmer a little bit through the 
almost opaque 
jungle. 
The 3rum-yum 
tree seems to sigh in the gentle zephyr 
The tutti-frutti palm SAvays in the sof 
starlight. Avhile far away in the deep re- 
cesses of the pungent night one can almost 
hear Emin Bey. 


In the murky depths of the bush the scor- 
butic murmurs its low lullaby to its voung 
and the lala sinks to rest with a low cry.

While 
one of them is in no 
wise 
equal 
to the 
wild.boar of our coun- 
tries 
of 
which we 
read so often in books 
of hunting and ad- 
venture, still, as the »wild hogs here go in 
droves and are equal if not superior in 
courage, they more than make up in num- 
bers all they lose hr being considered 
individually. 


When in Ouaymas, on the eastern coait 
of California, I heard from rather reliable 
sources that these self-same peccaries, or 
Mexican wild hogs, 
Avere quite plentiful 
along the line of the Sonora Railway, and as 
I neA-er object to explore or hunt in a Pull- 
man car, I determined to see it I could not 
get up a small native party and attack these 
pugnacious pigs in their own haunts. 


This southern part of the Sonora Railway 
would be interesting in the extreme to a 
person who has never seen our great and 
growing SouthAvest. Its vegetation is the 
most curious, although the surrounding 
scenery is picturesque ^ o u g h by itself; but 
fine scenery is to Tbe viewed in a thousand 
places in our own country. Not so with 
such a wonderful plant-growth as we saw 
that morning on our way to the slaughter 
grounds of the peccaries to be. 


Here was the universal mesquite, that 
look"d like ii^dwarfed apple tree Avith more 
dwarf than apples about it, pnd that gives 
the brightest fire of any wood that was ever 
burned. Our locomotive tender is full of 
it, and we can make sixty miles an hour if 
we want, as far as fuel is concerned. Inside 
it is a beautiful briglit cherry red, and many 
is the year that I have wondered if this 
plentiful tough and twisted timber of the 
far Southwest could not be utilized some 
way as a fancy wood, for certainly a more 
beautiful color was never seen. 


Occasionally I thought I saw my old 
friend, the sage-brush, that I used to run 
across so often in the West, Avhen 1 Avas 
ehasing Indians just far enough behind 
them to be sure I would never catch them—

in a few places part the way np their sides. 


Thus we kept along for an hoar, wet to 
the skin, and even nnder the skin, cactus 
burs stieklng to us until we looked like 
sheep.a resemblance that was not dissipated 
by looking at our faces unditr our drooping 
slouch hats. About 2 o'clock, as near as I 
can remember, we heard shouts ahead, 
and away we tore through tbe cactus vines, 
spires, and shrubby thorns, for it was a sign 
that there were i>eccaries ahead. 
There 
were, and we chased them for eight miles 
of 5,280 verified standard feet each. 


The ground was slippery, and the unshod 
ponies went sliding around over it like cats

on ice with clam-shells tied on their feet.' 
I weighed 265 pounds and my pony not 
much OA-er twice or three times as much, 
and hoAV he kept up Avith the others swing- 
ing through choyallas and around thick 
mesfiuito brush is yet a mystery. It was 
exciting and wet. 
Occasionally a horse 
would get a bunch of cactus in his fetlock 
joint, and then he would turn up his heels 
to let the lightning pick it out. regardless 
of his riders. I dismounted once or twice 
on that account. 
Once or twice the pec- 
caries were sighted as two faint gray 
streaks just outlined 
against the 
dark 
green brush Into which they disappeared at 
once. Several times the trail looked as il

fore not so reprehensible as it might be 
otherwise. There are two or three varie- 
ties of this pleasing beast, and all of the 
genus Micropus. I think, though I would 
not have any one take my word for it on 
such a matter as that, involving as it does 
the peace of so many people. There are 
the micropua giganteu», the yellow-footed 
kangaroo, also the rat kangaroo and the 
kangaroo itself. The kangaroo has been so 
sedentary all his life tbat his lending vitals 
seem to have settled into the base of his 
system. 
He is of a long-waisted turn of 
mind and springs with great agility from 
ice, like a bogu 
le ka 


.8 nobleman seek- 
place to place, 
ing for a bride. Home kangaroos are gre- 
garious in their habits, while others are not. 
Whether anything can be done for it or not 
I do not pretend to say. I am not here to 
moralize.' 
My duties simply embrace a 
terse description of the animal itseir. The 
only eases, however, where the kangaroo 
has not been gregarious are isolated. 


We here see the American opossum, or 
didelphya Vtrginiana. 
He ought to be the

to the casual observer he is extremely 
dead.

the Indians, not the sagebrush. Thou there 
was th(i iron-wood (pulo de hierro), that 
looks like il very lino spruce A'ariety of the 
mesquite. Its hardness gives it its name, 
and it deserves it. It takes an ax to fell 
each tree, and as the quality of the differ- 
ent trees is always the same, and that of 
the diiierent axes is not, even this ratio has 
to bo changed occasionally, and always in 
favor of the tree. 


But its to cactus. There are 5(X) species in 
America, and Mexico has a bi>r plurality, 
Avhile a majority of those can be found along 
this end ot the Sonora Itailway. There is 
the giant pitahaya, souietimes with a dozen 
arms, each as big as a fence-post and from 
twenty to thirty feet in height. 
Each arm 
has a score o: pulpy ribs along its sides, 
and each rib has a button of thorns every 
ncli along its length, each button liaving 
twenty to twenty-live thorns sticking from 
it. They tell me that, when a hunter is 
sorely press-id by peccaries, if ho Avill 
climb a pitaiiava cactus about ten feet the 
tHorns are so thick and terribl'} in their 
effect that the peccaries Avill not dare to 
follow him. hardy and A-enturoeomo though 
they may be. 


Tiien thore is the choya or cholla cactus, 
about as high as one's waist. You can go 
around a pitahaya as you would a tree, but 
when you find a chopalla (field of choyas) 
you might as Avell try to go around tne at- 
mosphere to get to a point. The cholla Avill 
lean over until it breaks its back trying to 
get in your way so that it can dart a dozen 
or two spines in your ñesh. They are the 
worst of all. 


Our llrst destination was to a ranch two 
miles to the southeast of the town. oAvned 
by Col. Munyoz. 
Here wo Avould get a 
Yaqui Indian for a guide and learn the 
latest quotations as to the peccary market. 


Shortly after rising in the morning, heavy 
clouds were seen in the northeast, whicn 
kept spreading and coming nearer 
and 
nearvT, Avith vivid flashes of lightning and 
loud rumblings of thunder, until just about 
the time wo were half way to the ranch of 
Col. Munyoz it broke all over us with the 
full fury of a Sonora thunderstorm. 
Its 
worst feature Avas its everlasting persist- 
ency. I never saAV a tnunderstorm hang 
on for six or seA-en hours before in my life; 
but this did. much to our personal discom- 
fort, and. worst of all, to the serious detri- 
ment of the hunt. 


ArriA-ing at the ranch, AVO found that the 
Yaqui Indian guide, Avho by the way was a 
famous peccary hunter, was absent working 
in a distant part of the hacienda. 
Now a 
hacienda 
in Sonora is about the size of a 


back county in most of our States, and it 
requires an efficient messenger service to 
got over one inside of half a day. We sent 
for him. however, and as a small boy pres- 
ent volunteered the information that he 
thought he could guide the party to where a 
pig might be lurking in the brush, wo 
thought we would take a short spin with 
him while the Yaqui Indian was coming in. 
He based his assurance of a jabali on the 
rain that had been falling, which brought 
the wild hogs out, made it easy to trail 
them, >md brought them to bay sooner than 
if there had been none. There %as no horse 
for the youngster, so Senor Camon took 
him on behind, and we started out in the 
pelting rain after "the poor little pigs." as 
one of the señoras of the rtmch put it 
As 
the poor littl^plgs have been known to keep 
a mSn up airee for {hreenlays. we felt more 
like wasting Winchester ammunition on 
them than we did in wasting sympathy. 


The rain now came down in torrents, 
vivid sheets of lightning plav^ in our very 
faces, while the rumbling of toe thunder was 
often so loud that we oonld not bear ttie 
shoutings to each other. It wás n^t worth 
while to wait for a thunder-clap to die out. 
for before its reverberations were lost an- 
other was OS top of us. apparently louder 
than ever. Now. we were anxious to get a 
peccary, indeed. 
For while a little rain 
helps the hunter in his chase after wild 
hogs such a deluge was e^irely against 
him. The dry gullies wore ftnnlng waters 
that would swim a peccarv, and this was in 
their favor in escaping from the dogs. I 
should have said that we had two dogs wljh 
us, une a noble-looking fellow for a hunt, 
like a Cuban bloodhound, that kept sweep- 
ing the áir with his nose as if it were a flail, 
while the othet^was a most dejected-looK- 
ing whelp, that seemed to be a cross be- 
tween a mongrel and a our. It was the 
sloppiest, 
wettest 
failure, 
and 
about 
noon 
we got 
back 
to the 
ranchería 
looking 
like 
drowned 
rats. 
A 
good 
Mexican dinner of chile, red pepper, tabas- 
co. and a few other tasteless condiments 
was never better appreciated, and as the 
mild-mannered Yaqui Indian had put in an 
appearance we crawled back Into our wet 
saddles with our ,wet olothlng stioldog 
to 
us 
Ukey á 
postage stamp, 
and

mor* aaltled out Into 
the wet. 
-

.

j j ^ 
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we ought to overtake thorn in a minute or 
two. but that minute never came. 
Our 
Yaqui guide Avas valiantly to th'; front, 
making li aps over the cactus that Avould 
have shamed a kangaroo, and keeping w>'ll 
aiiead of the horses. 
¡Suddenly he stopped 
and gave up the (.'hase on the near sido of 
abroad riv(!r. the result of the rain. 


His face was melam-liolv in the extreme. 
It wai knov»n that he ^YOuk^ not give up the 
game v.'itliont the l>est of causes, as he was 
to get a month's wüges (S5) if a jabali Avas 
killed. 
He explained in ^panish that the 
party had been following the wild hogsAVith 
¡m absolute certainty of catching thcin, as 
lie thought, so tired were they beeoniiiig. 
Avhen, to his dismay, the tracks of three 
other fresh peccaries w.'re to be seen com- 
ing in at this point on the broad stream. 
Whenever fresh jabalis join those worn oi¡r 
enough to come to bay, the latter change 
their minds as to fighting, and will run as 
long as their fresh companions In »Kl out. 
We thus had another eight to twelve miles' 
chase tlirough the slippery mud. and this 
the horses and mules would not stand, so 
e.xhausted were they already. We had seen 
the beasts, nevertheless, and learned one 
of their salient pei-iiliarities in losing them, 
and this was sufficient compensation for 
our llrst but never-to-be-forgotten hunt 
for wild pigs. They are very ferocious lit- 
tle beasts, hesitating to attack nothing when 
in numbers. 
The coyote leaves them if 
numerous, and even the mountain lion 
passes them to look for jack-rabbits or 
other game. Their tusks are deadly we.i- 
pons, and they click like so many hammers 
driving tacks when they are ansry. If any 
zealous Kimrod wants a hunt after the most 
peculiar game extant in the United States 
and Mexico, in a country that has a thous- 
and novel sights to the square mile, ho 
ought to take a peccary chase in Central 
Sonora.

His pouplarity increased with 
his increasing practice and skill. Event- 
ually he got all the applause and fame 
and money which he "had despaired of 
getting as a government official or light 
tenor.

He is now mentioned in the Spanish 
capital only as Don Luis.

FLOOR UEADBSINO. 
Prof. Carnelley and Miss E. John 
stone, says Industries, 
have recenth 
contributed to the Royal Society the re 
suit of their experiments on the effec> 
of floor deadening on the sanitary con 
dition of dwelling houses. They sho\» 
that this is a frequent source of pollu- 
tion and vitiation of the air of dwelling 
houses. Dr. Emmerich, of Leipsic, hat 
previously pointed out that "there. ex- 
ists nowhere in nature, not even in th( 
neighborhood of human dwellings, t 
(natural) soil so highly contaminated 
with nitrogenous organic substances and 
their decomposition products as the 
deafening material under the floor 
dwelling rooms." In Dundee the au- 
thors have examined samples of th( 
floor deafening from several houses, and 
have found it to have a most disgusting 
and filthy smell, and in their chemical 
and bacteriological examination of tht 
samples collected, they have shown that 
floor deafening furnishes a good and 
suitable medium for the growth oJ 
microH)rgani8m8, and gives off foetid 
gases from putrefaction, provided the 
necessary factors-r-mo^ture, warmth, 
and nitrogenons organic matter—arc 
present /

The good man by repute—and 
the better he is reputed to be the move 
Burpi'ise and shock if he does not bear 
out his reputation—is the one who is 
trusted, and when we hejir of one who 
has proved faithless it shows that his 
reputation was not deserved, or that 
his moral fiber has not beeu tested. 
The man who is upright and honest— 
honest Avith himself as well as toward 
others—does not go far wrong in his 
dealings. 


A reputation for integrity is one 
which no man can afford to be without. 
I But the reputation is not the main 
1 thing. 
This is to deserve it. It is won 
Í by right doing, and is kept in the same 
I way. 
Once established, it is the best 
I letter of credit a young man can have, 
i Without it he cannot hope to succeed. 
) 
In most cases men of strict integrity 
have had it impressed ujion them in 
their youth that honesty cannot be dis- 
pensed with. 
Too great stress cannot 
l>e laid upon this truth by all who have 
dealings with the young. 
Temptations 
to be dishonest should be, as far as 
jiossible, removed from the i^^^tli of 
those whose characters are not fully 
formed, and those who are older and 
wiser should, by friendly counsel, aid 
in 
firmly 
fixing 
right ideas in 
the 
youthful mind. 


Parental laxity is to blame if a young 
man or young woman begins work witlx 
only vague notions of what honesty 
means. 
Too many parents sadly ne- 
glect their duties in this particular. 
They do not oversee their children as 
they should, or hold them to a strict 
accountability, but faults are glossed 
over or are not seen. 
Parents should 
not be harsh and exacting, but t h e j 
should train up children in the very 
way they should go. 
The honest boy 
is father to the honest man.—Detroit 
Free Press.

During the civil war, the "Christian 
Commission" was one of those gigantic 
agencies which followed the armies and 
played the Good Samaritan, its special 
function, however, being the providing 
for the moral and religious needs of the 
soldiers.

Dodge, and he said he must be in Wash- 
ington before morning.

Look where you will, 
you see in every direction the two up- 
right posts of whitewashed stone or 
clay that mark the well's month, and 
the wooden crosspiece from which the 
bucket hangs outlined against the sky 
like a primeval gallows. 


The very fields, with their high earth- 
ern embankments, form natural tanks, 
within which, thanks to small trenches 
and tiny dams of earth a few inches 
high, the surface is cut into minature 
reservoirs (not iinlike the squares of a 
huge chessboard) in which the torrent 
rains which fall at short intervals from 
November till March are retained and 
allowed to sink into the ground instead 
of running to 
waste, as in 
South 
Africa. 


These embankments 
give quite a 
peculiar character to the whole land- 
scape in these parts. 
In following any 
local road you find yourself from first 
to last struggling along the bottom of a 
very deep, dusty, tortuous ditch, shut 
in by huge banks of earth, crested with 
the spiky shields of the terrible "prickly 
pear," At times these banks are re- 
placed by high, blank, white walls of 
stone or baked clay, from the top of 
which wolfish Mohammedan dogs bark 
at every passing Christian. 
What with 
the walls and with the banks you see as 
little of the surrounding country as iJ 
you were in a tunnel; but in truth you 
have quite enough to do in picking your 
way, for ever and anon the whole 
breadth of the road is taken up by a 
monstrous puddle of half liquid mud, 
a relic of the winter rains, leaving a tiny 
isthmus a few inches broad between it 
and the wall. 
Should you be unlucky 
enough to encounter at one of these 
critical points a frightened camel or a 
file of laden donkeys, it is likely to go 
hard with you, for whether they push 
you off into the mud or splash through 
it themselves to let you pass, you are 
pretty certain to come out 
of the 
dilemma a good deal dirtier than you 
went into it.

' About the sacred and divine art of 
making and keeping friends I speak—a 
aubject on which I never ueard of any 
one preaching—and yet God thought it 
of enough importance to put it in the 
middle of the Bible, these writings of 
Solomon, bounded on one side by the 
popular Psalms of David, and on the 
other by the writings of Isaiah the great- 
est of the prophets. It seems all a mat- 
ter of haphazard how many friends we 
have, or whether we have any friends at 
all, but there is nothing accidental about 
it. There is a law which governs the 
accretion and dispersion of friendships. 
They did not "just happen so" any more 
than the tides just happen to rise or 
fall, or the sun just happens to rise or 
set. It is a science, an art, a Ood given 
regulation. Tell me bow friendly you 
are to others and I will tell you now 
friendly others are to you. I do not say 
yon will not have enemies: indeed the 
best way to get ardent friends is to have 
ardent enemies, if you get their enmity 
in doing the right thing. Good men and 
women will always have enemies, be- 
cause their goodness is a perpetual re- 
buke to evil; but this antagonism of foes 
will make more intense the love of your 
adherents. Yonr friends will 
gather 
closer around you because of the attacks 
of your assailants. The more your ene- 
mies obuse you the better your coadju- 
tors will think of you. The best friends 
we ever had appeared at some juncture 
where we were especially bombarded. 
There have been times in my life when 
unjust assault multiplied my friends, as 
near as I could calculate, about fifty a 
minute. You are bound to some people 
by many cords that neither time nor 
eternity can break, and I will warrant 
that many of those cords were twisted 
by hands malevolent. Human nature 
was shipwrecked about fifty-nine cen- 
turies ago, tbe captain of that craft, one 
Adam, and his first mate, running the 
famous cargo aground on a snag in the 
River Hiddekel; but there was at least 
one good trait of human nature that 
waded safely ashore from that ship- 
wreck, and that is the disposition to 
take the part of those unfairly dealt 
with. When it is thoroughly demon- 
strated that some one is being prose- 
cuted, although at the start slanderous 
tongues were busy enough, defenders 
finally 
gathered around 
as thick as 
honey bees on a trellis of bruised honey- 
suckle. If, when set upon by the furies, 
you can have grace enough to keep your 
mouth shut, and preserve your equipoise, 
and let others tight your battles, you 
will finti yourself after awhile with a 
whole cordon of allies. Had not the 
world given to Christ on His arrival at 
Palestine a very cold shoulder there 
would not have been oue-half as many 
angels chanting glory out of the hymn 
books of the sky bound in black lids of 
midnight. Had it. not been for the heavy 
and jagged and torturous cross, Christ 
would not have been the admired and 
loved of more people than any being 
who ever touched f^^t on either the 
eastern or westefn hemisphere. 
In- 
stead, therefore, of giving up in despair 
because you have enemies, rejoice in the 
tact that they rally for you the most 
helpful and enthusiastic admirers. 
In 
other words, there is no virulence, hu- 
man or diabolic, that can hinder my text 
from coming true: "A man that hath 
friends must show himself friendly." 


It is my ambition to project especially 
npon the young a thought which may 
benignly shape their destiny for the 
here and hereafter. Before you show 
i 
ouiself friendly, you must be friendly, 
do not recommend a dramatized 
geniality. There is such a thing as pre- 
teuding to be en rapport with others 
when we are their dire destructants, and 
talk against them and wish them calam- 
ity. Judas covered up his treachery by 
a resounding kiss, and caresses may be 
demoniacal. Better the mythological 
Cerberus, the three-headed dog of hell, 
barking at us, than the wolf in sheep's 
clothing, its brindled hide covered up 
by deceptive wool, and its deathful howl 
cadenced into an innocent bleatine. 
Disraeli writes of Lord Manfred, who, 
after committing many outrages upon 
the people, seemed suddenly to become 
friendly, and invited them to a banquet. 
After most of the courses of food had 
been served he blew a horn, which was 
in those times a signal for the servants 
to bring on the dessert, but in this case 
it was the signal for assassins to enter 
and slay the guests. 
His pretended 
friendliness was a cruel fraud; and 
there are now people whose smile is a 
falsehood. Before you begin to show 
yourself friendly you must be friendly. 
Get yonr heart light with God and man, 
and this grace will become easy. 
Yon 
may by your own resolution get your 
nature into a semblance of this virtue, 
but the grace of God can sublimely lift 
yon into it. Sailing on the Eiver 
Thames two vessels ran aground. 
The 
owners of one got one hundred horses 
and pulled on tbe grounded ship and 
pulled it to pieces. The owners of the 
other grounded vessel waited till tbe 
tides came in and easily floated the ship 
out of all trouble. So, we may pull and 
haul at our grounded human nature, 
and try to get it into better condition; 
but there is nothing like the oceanic 
tides of God's up-lifting grace to hoist 
us into this kindliness I am eulogizing. 
It when under the flash of the Holy 
Ghost we see our own foibles and de- 
fects and depravities, we will be very 
lenient and very easy with others. We 
will look into the character for things 
commendatory and not damnatory. If 
you would rub your own eye a little 
more vigorously you would find a mote 
in it, the extraction of which would 
keep you so busy you would not have 
much time to shoulder your broadas and 
go forth to split up tbe beam in vour 
heighbor's eye. In a Christian spirit 
keep on exploring tbe characters of 
those you meet, and I am sure yon will 
find something in them delightful and 
fit for a foundation of friendliness. 
You invite me to come to yonr country 
seat and spend a feW days. Thank you! 
I arrive about noon of a besutiful sum- 
mer day. What do yon do? As soon as 
I arrive you take me out under the 
shadow of the great elms. You take me 
down to the artificial lake, the spotted 
trout floating in and out among the 
white pillars of tbe pond lilies. You 
take me to the stalls and kennels where 
you keep yonr fine stock, and here are 
the Durham cattle and the Gordon set- 
ters, and the high stepping steeds by 
pawing and neighing, the only lalxguage 
they can speak, asking for harness or 
saddle, and a short turn down tbe road. 
Then we go back to the house, and you 
get me in the right light and show me 
the Eensetts and th6 Bierstadts on the 
wall, ind take me into the masio room, 
and ihow me the biid cages, the canaries 
in the bay window jtnswexing the robins 
in the tree to| 
enJo;irsd myse 
ot time. Now, why 
way in reffard to the charactm of 
others, and show the bloom and the 
niuie and the bright fountains? No.

exaggeration which belongs to the man 
who first told the story; then I will take 
off 25 per cent, for the additions which 
the spirit of gossip in every community 
has put upon the original story; then I 
will take off 25 per cent, from the fact 
that the man may have been put into 
circumstances of overpowering tempta- 
tion. So I have taken off 75 per cent. 
But I have not heard hie side of the 
story at all, and for that reason I take 
off the remaining 25 per cent." Excuse 
me, sir, I don't believe a word of it. 


. But here comes in a defective maxim, 
so often quoted: "Where there is so 
much smoke there must be some fire. 
Look at all the smoke for years around 
Jenner, the introducer ot vascination; 
and the smoke around Columbus, the 
discoverer; and 
the 
smoke 
around 
Martin Luther, and Savonarola, 
and 
Galileo, and Paul, and John, and Christ, 
and tell me where was the fire. That is 
one of the Satanic arts to make smoke 
without fire. Slander, like the world, 
may be made out of nothing. If the 
Christian, fair minded, common sensical 
spirit in regard to others predominated 
in the world we should have the millen- 
nium in about six weeks, for would not 
that be lamb and lion, cow and leopard 
lying down together? Nothing but the 
grace of God can ever put us into such 
a habit of mind and heart as that. 
The 
whole tendency is in the opposite direc- 
tion. This is the way the world talks: I 
putmynameon the back of a roan's 
note, and I had to pay it, and I will never 
again put my name on the back of any 
man's note. I gave a beggar ten cents, 
and five minutes after I saw him enter- 
ing a liquor store to spend it. I will 
never again give a cont to a beggar. 
I 
helped that young man start into busi- 
ness, and lo, after a while, he came and 
opened a store almost next door to me, 
and stole my customers. I will never 
again help a young man start in busi- 
ness. I trnsted in what my neighbor 
promised to do, and he broke his word, 
and the Psalmist was right before he 
corrected himself, for "all men 
are 
liars." So men become suspicious and 
saturnine and selfish, and *at every ad- 
ditional wrong done them they put an- 
other layer on the wall of their exclu- 
siveness, and another bolt to tne door 
that shuts them out from sympathy with 
the world. They get cheated out of a 
thousand dollars, or misinterpreted, or 
disappointed, or betrayed, and higher 
goes the wall, and faster goes another 
bolt, not realizing that while they lock 
others out, they lock themselves in; and 
some day they wake up to find them- 
selves imprisoned in a dastardly habit. 
No friends to others, otiiers are no 
friends to them. There's an island half 
way between England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, called the Isle of Man, and the 
seas dash against all sides of it, and I 
am told that thpre is no more lovely 
place than that Isle of Man; but when a 
man becomes insular in his disposition, 
and cuts himself off from the main laud 
of the world's sympathies, he is despica- 
ble, and all around him is an Atlantic 
Ocean of selfishness. Behold that Isle 
of Man! 


Now, supposing that you have, by a 
divine regeneration, got right toward 
God and humanity, and you start out to 
practice my text, "A man that hath 
friends must show himself friendly." 
Fulfill this by all forms of appropriate 
salutation. Have you noticed that the 
head is so poised that the easiest thing 
on earth is to give a nod of recognition? 
To swing the head from side to side, as 
when it is wagged in derision, is unnat- 
ural and unpleasant; to throw it back, 
invites vertigo; but to drop the chin in 
greeting is accompanied with so little 
exertion that all day long and every day 
you night practice it without the least 
semblance of fatigue. So, also, the 
structure of the hand indicates hand- 
shaking; the knuckles not made so that 
the fingers can turn out, but so made 
that the fingers can turn in, as in clasp- 
ing hands; and the thumb divided from 
and set aloof from the fingers, so that 
while the fingers take your neighbor's 
hand on one side, the thumb takes it on 
the other, and, pressed together, all the 
faculties of the hand give emphasis to 
the salutation. Five sermons in every 
healthy hand urge us to handshaking. 


Besides this, every day when you start 
out, 
load 
yourself 
up 
with 
kind 
thoughts, kind words, kind expressions 
and kind greetings. When a man or 
woman does well, tell him so, tell her 
so. If you meet some one who is im- 
proved in health, and it is demonstrated 
in girth and color, say: "How well you 
look!" But if on the other hand, under 
the wear and tear of life he appears 
pale and exhausted, do not introduce 
sanitary subjects, or say anything at all 
about physical conditions. In the case 
of improved health, you have by yonr 
words given another impulse towards the 
robust and jocund; while in the case of j 
the failing health you have arrested the i 
decline by your silence, by which he : 
concludes:" "If I were really so badly 
off, he would have said something about 
it." We are all, especially those of a 
nervous temperament, susceptible 
to 
kind words and discouraging words. 
Form a conspiracy against us, and let 
ten men meet us at certain points on our 
way over to business, and let each one 
say: "How sick you look," though we 
should start out well, after meeting the 
first and hearing his depressing salute, 
we would begin to examine our symp- 
toms. After meeting the second gloomy 
accosting, we would conclude we did 
not feel quite as well as usual. After 
meeting tbe third, our sensations would 
be dreadful, and after 
meeting tbe 
fourth, unless we expected a conspiracy, 
we would go home and go to bed, and 
the other six pessimists would be a use- 
less surplus of discouragement. My 
dear sir, my dear madam, what do you 
mean by going about this world with 
disheartenments? Is not the supply of 
gloom and trouble 
and 
misfortune 
enongh to meet the demand without 
your running a factory of pins and 
spikes? Why should you plant black 
and blue in the world when God so 
seldom plants them? Plenty of scarlet 
colors, plenty of yellow, plenty of 
green, plenty of pink, but very seldom 
a plant black or bine. I never saw a 
black flower, and there's only here and 
there a blue bell or a violet; but the 
blue is for the most part reserved for 
the sky, and we have to look up to see 
that, and when we look up no color can 
do us harm. Why not plant along the 
paths of others the brightnesses instead 
of the glooms? Do not prophesy mis- 
fortune. If you must be a prophet at 
all be an Ezekiel, and not a Jeremiah. 
In ancient times prophets who foretold 
evil were doing right, for they were 
divinely directed; but the prophets of 
evil in our time are generally false |»ro- 
phets. Some of our weather wise peo- 
ple are prophesying we shall have a 
summer of unparalleled scorch. It will 
not be that at all. I think we are going 
to have a snmmer of great harvest and 
universal health; at any rate I know as 
much about it as they do. Last fall all 
tbe weather prophets agreed in saying 
we shoald have a winter of extraordin- 
bliazard on the heel of 
wasjthe mildest winter I

tered the day before, and with the same 
intonations. 
Scold into a phonograph 
and it will scold back. Pour mild Words 
into a phonograph and it will return the 
gentleness. Society and the world, and 
the church, are 
phonographs. 
Give 
them acerbity and rough treatment, and 
acerbity and rough treatment yon will 
get back. Give them practical friend- 
liness, and they will give back practical 
friendliness. A father asked his little 
daughter: "Mary, why is it that every- 
body loves you?" She answered: "I 
don't know, unless it is becanse I love 
evervbody." "A man that hath friends 
must 
show himself 
friendly." 
We 
want something like that spirit of sacri- 
fice for others that was seen in the En- 
glish Channel, where in a storm a boat 
containing three men was upset, and all 
three were in the water struggling for 
their lives. A boat came to their relief, 
and a rope was thrown to one of them, 
and he refused to take it, saying: "First 
fling it to Tom; he is just ready to go 
down. I can last some time longer." A 
man like that, be he sailor or lands- 
man, De he in upper ranks of society or 
lower ranks, will always have plenty of 
friends. What is true manward is true 
Godward. We must be friends of God if 
we want Him to be our friend. We can- 
not treat Christ badly all our lives and 
expect Him to treat us lovingly. I was 
reading of a sea fight, in which Lord 
Nelson captured a F.rench officer, and 
when the French officer offered Lord 
Nelson his hand, Nelson replied: "First 
give me your swtrd, and then give me 
your hand." 
Surrender of our resist- 
ance to God must first precede God's 
proffer of pardon to us. 
Eepentance 
before forgiveness. Yon must give up 
your rebellious sword before you can 
get a grasp of the Divine hand. 


O, what a glorious state of things to 
have the friendship of. God! 
Why, we 
could afford to have all the word against 
us and all other worlds against us if we 
had God for us. He could in a minute 
blot out this universe, and in another 
minute make another universe. 
I have 
no idea that God tried hard when He 
made all things. 
The most brilliant 
thing known to us is light, and for the 
creation of that he only used a word of 
command. As out of flint a frontiers- 
man strikes a spark, sc out of one word 
God struck the noonday sun. For the 
making of the present universe I do not 
read that God lifted so much as a finger. 
The Bible frequently speaks of God's 
hand, and God's arm, and God's shoul- 
der, and God's foot; then suppose He 
should put hand and arm and shoulder 
and foot to utmost tension, what could 
He not make? 
That God, 
of stich 
demonstrated 
and 
undemonstrated 
strength, you may have for your present 
and everlasting friend. But a stately 
and reticent friend, hard to get at, but 
as approachable as a country mansion 
on a summer day when all the doors and 
windows are wide open. 
Christ said: 
"I am the door," 
And He is a wide 
door, a high door, a palace door, an al- 
ways open door. My 4-year-old child 
got hurt and did not cry until ^ours af- 
ter, when her mother came home, and 
then she burst into weeping, and some 
of the domestics, not understanding hu- 
man nature, said to her: "Why did you 
not cry before?" She answered: "There 
was no one to cry to."

accessible.

God 
your 
love 
and 
get 
His 
love; 
your 
service 
and' secure

help: 
your repentance and have His pardon. 
God a friend? Why, that means all your 
wounds medicated, all your sorrows 
soothed, and if some sudden catastrophe 
should hurl you out of earth it would 
only hurl you into Heaven. If God is- 
your friend, you cannot go out of the 
world too quickly or suddenlj', so far as 
your own happiness is concerned. There 
were two Christians last Tuesday who 
entered Heaven; the one was standing 
at a window in perfect health watching 
a shower, and the lightning instantly 
slew him; but the lightning did not 
flash down the sky as swiftly as his 
spirit flashed upward. The Christian 
man who died on the same day next door 
had been for a year or two failing in 
health, and for the lastithree months had 
suffered from a disease that made the 
nights sleepless and the days an anguish. 
Do you not really think that the case of 
the one who went instantly was more 
desirable than the one who entered the 
shining gate through a long lane of 
insomnia and congestion? In the one 
case it was like your standing wearily at 
a door, knocking and waiting, and won- 
dering if it will ever open,and knocking 
and waiting again, while in the other 
case it was a swinging open of the door 
at the first touch of your knuckle. Give 
your friendship to God, and have God's 
friendship for yon, and even the worst 
accident will be a victory. 


How refreshing is human friendship, 
and true friends, what priceless treas- 
ures! When sickness comes, and trouble 
comes, and death comes we send for our 
friends first of all, and their appearance 
in our doorway in any crisis is re-en- 
forcement, and when they have entered, 
we say: "Now it is all right!" Oh,what 
would we do without friends, business 
friends, 
personal 
friends, 
family 
friends? 
But 
we 
want 
something 
mightier than human friendship in the 
great exigencies. When Jonathan Ed- 
wards in his final hour had given the 
last good-by to all his earthly friends, 
he turned on his pillow and closed his 
eyes confidently saying: "Now where is 
Jesus of Nazareth, my true and never 
failing friend?" Yes, I admire human 
friendship as seen in the case of David 
and Jonathan, of Paul and Onesiphorns, 
of Herder and Goethe, of Goldsmith 
and 
Beynolds, 
of 
Beaumont 
and 
Fletcher, of Cowley and Harvey, of 
Erasmns and Thomas More, of Lessing 
and Mendelssohn, of Lady I Churchill 
and Princess Anne, of Orestes and 
Pylades each 
requesting that 
him> 
self might take the 
point of 
the 
dagger 
so 
the 
other 
might 
be 
spared, of Epaminondas and Pelopidas, 
who locked their shields in battle de- 
termined to die together; but the grand- 
est, the mightiest, the tenderest friend- 
ship in all tbe universe is the friendship 
between Jesus Christ and a believing 
Bonl.

Rubber Postmark Stamps. 


The Postoffice Department insists 
upon the use of the iron stamps fur- 
nished to most postoffices. 
The fine 
ones used in the city offices are well 
enough, because during cold* weather 
they are made to w^ork as well as dur- 
ing'mild weather by means of continu- 
ous heat fed by great furnaces. 
But 
take in the great majority of offices, 
especially in the North, and 20 de- 
grees or 40 degrees below zero is not 
congenial to printers' ink at ti or 7 
o'clock in the morning; and, again, 
there is not one Postmaster in a hun- 
dred who can use printers' ink satis- 
factorily, with alii the advantages in 
his favor. 
The rubber stamps work 
to a charm, because they are pliable in 
any kind of weather;, and the ink used 
contains glycerifte, andl does not be- 
come as hard as a. Postoffice Depart- 
ment official's; understanding. 
For 
some unexplained reason, however, the 
department doeanot permit the use of: 
these rubber stamps. 
While stationed i 
at a Western Indian agssney some yeara^ 
agp I acted iix the capacity of a fourth- 
gradb postmastex; ax^used the rubbec 
postmark stajup. 
T1» 
department 
liiterfered, audi iln^ted upon my using 
the 
xron stamip, 
and the official 
stamped the tae-simile of his signature 
to the oommimieation. 
In reply„ I 
suggested the propriety of an ihrn 
stamp for his nse. 


I fail to see tbe good sense in oom- 
pdling Postmasters to try to nse the 
iron stampa, when the rubber stamps 
will do so much better and plainer 
work, unÌBss it is that the gjyeerinc 
ink does not prove sufficiently indeli- 
ble for the cancellation o£ potage 
stamps.—JEd A. Fry, in Tha Wtiier.
